In making Hie announce- 
ment, Director Theodore F. 
Olson of the Bureau's Re- 
gional Office in Chicago, said 
these questions will he asked 
in addition to the usual in- 
quiries ab out employment 
and unemployment gathered 
regularly each month in Ihc 
Census Bureau's Current 
Population Survey at the re- 
quest of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, U. S. Department 
of labor . 

Tlic intentions to buy ques 
tions are included lit the 
Current Population Survey 
three limes a year. The sur- 
vey. ~ In — April -of this year 
found that the proportion of 
households intending to buy 
automobiles during the next 
12 months was' about the 
same as in April 1005, while 
intentions to buy major 
household appliances/bad in- 
creased.

Wit It the services of a lawyer if he wishes one? 
•- , We were'uuder the impression that this was 
always true. VVe hear repeatedly, and have for a 
tfootl many ■ years, of criminals Who are known do 
\)v involved in organized crime who avail them- 
selves of these provisions of the law all the time. 
—Should the average persoirs ignorance of the 
law or lack of money for a lawyer give him lesser 
rights than ijie. gangster? 

Police officials cry that they'll be hampered 
. in their investigations. If their investigations con- 
sist only of trying to "sweat" a confession put of 
■ a suspect, it's no wonder that so many of their 
cases fail in the courtroom. 

The Supreme Court decision has confirmed 
a safeguard of the law meant to protect the inno- 
; cent person accused of a crime. In such a case, 
particularly'where a crime is committed that leads 
to great public pressure on -the police to come up 
with lire guilty .party, the police may 'well fasten 
on a likely looking suspect who actually had noth- 
ing to do with it. In that case, his physical "stamina 
through, hours of police questioning might de- 
cide -whether or not he signs- a confession, a nd is 
convicted. On the .other hand, we have the ex-. 
• perienecd criminal who knows his rights, sticks to 
them and. goes home free even when he may be 
guilty 

We sympathize with the police who are fac- 
ed with r a_growing crime, rate and a lack of co- 
operation from the public. But that isn't a very 
good reason for throwing out our traditional safe- 
guard of our individual rights in order to make 
.their job easier. Iii fact, opening the door to con- 
victing innocent persons on their own confession 
may well complicate the situation. The guilty per- 
son in such a. case obviously has gotten away with 
it, and is more likely to commit more crimes.
